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PREFACE. 


———— 


THE want of a Progressive Delectus, to serve 
as an accompaniment to the first study of 
the Greek Grammar, is one which must 
have been felt, more or less, by all who 
have had any experience in teaching. It 
is found, that the Grammar Rules, unless 
they are illustrated by copious examples, 
and their meaning in this manner brought 
home to the comprehension of the pupil, 
soon become a mere shapeless mass of words, 
extremely difficult to recollect, and of little 
practical use beyond the bare exercise of 
the memory. And in the present day, 
when so much attention has been directed 
to elementary instruction, it is remarkable 
that nothing should have been done to 
supply this deficiency. 
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I am not aware, however, that anything 
of the kind has been attempted. None of 
the Greek Delectuses which I have met with 
seem to have been drawn up on any such 
principle as that above mentioned. To take, 
for example, the one which is, I believe, in 
most general use, Valpy’s Greek Delectus. 
Whatever may be the merits of this book 
in other respects, as a companion to the 
Greek Grammar it is of little or no service ; 
the system and arrangement of the two 
being, for the most part, entirely different. 
The Grammar begins, as every one knows, 
with rules for the declension of substantives, 
proceeding afterwards to adjectives and 
pronouns, and lastly to verbs; of which 
latter there is no mention till the thirty- 
sixth page, a full third of the entire work. 
But Valpy’s Delectus reverses this order, 
requiring the pupil to have some knowledge 
of the inflexions of verbs, in order to under- 
stand the very first examples ; and, as early 
as the sixth page, we find in it such words 
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as édedeurvyjxecay and éxraves, for the right 
comprehension of which he must have learnt 
as far as the eighty-fourth page of the 
Grammar, almost the end of what he has 
to commit to memory. Again, the occur- 
rence of substantives, and still more of 
adjectives, is rare during the first few 
pages ; nor is it till we have advanced some 
way into the work that they become nume- 
rous enough to be of much service in teach- 
ing pupils the parsing of nouns; in which, 
however, if we follow the arrangement of 
the Grammar, the pupil ought to be 
thoroughly grounded before he passes on 
to the verbs. It 1s obvious, that two works 
so dissimilar in plan as these cannot success- 
fully be made to illustrate each other: the 
consequence is, that much time is generally 
lost in learning the rudiments of Greek ; 
and, what is worse, boys are often taught 
in a vague unsystematic manner, the evils 
arising from which it is found very difficult 
to correct afterwards. 
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The following pages have been drawn up 
with a view to remedy this defect; and, by 
supplying a sufficient number of examples 
for each rule, to enable the pupil at every 
step of his progress through the grammar 
to realise the meaning of what he learns. 
The order and arrangement of the Rev. 
Charles Wordsworth’s Greek Grammar* has 
been followed: that being a book in very 
general use, and also the one adopted by 
our principal public schools. 


* In one instance only has Mr. Wordsworth’s 
arrangement been departed from—in the case of the 
verb substantive «iui. This is placed by him at the 
end of the grammar, among the anomalous verbs. But 
it would have been very inconvenient to exclude a word 
of such very.common occurrence from all the examples 
on the verbs in » and wt: and only introduce it into 
the last few pages of the work.
